Hatch, Hill and Lucas

Four Service Schools 
Proposed by Bilbo 


Predicting Congress would order 
compulsory military training as a 
postwar security measure, Senator 
Bilbo; Democrat, of Mississippi to- 
day placed bills before the Senate 
directing the establishment of two 
additional military academies and 
two more naval academies. 

One of the naval schools would be 
on the Gulf and one on the Pacific 
Coast. One of the new “West Points” 
would be in the South and the 
other in the West. 

Senator Bilbo declared that within 
10 years reservists would total 10,- 
000,000 men or more, making it nec- 
essary to train officers each year.

He predicted that it probably 
will be necessary to induct men in 
the 26-through-29 age bracket this| 
year from industry for military duty 
and that national service legislation 
will be essential to replace these

Both Mr. Patterson and Mr. Bard 
indorsed the pending “work-or- 
fight” bill as a step toward national 
service, but stood by their past in- 
sistence on broader legislation to 
define the obligation of all citizens 
toward the war effort. 

The pending bill seeks merely to! 
induce men between 18 and 45 to| 
move into war jobs under threat of 
induction into special military units 
without the usual benefits provided 
for other servicemen. 

Undersecretary Patterson said, “I/ 
regard this as national service legis- 
lation applied to men 18 to 45, but! 
it does not affect men over 45 or| 
women,” regardless of age.

After a visit to Monticello, home 
of Thomas Jefferson, where yes- 
terday he delivered a major speech 
assailing the “iron curtain” in Mos- 
eew, and a Jater trip to Ash Lawn, 
home of James Monroe, the Presi- 
dent had given some thought to 
making a pilgrimage to Montpelier, 
home of James Madison, about 35 
miles from here. However, that 
trip was passed up for the present 
and Mr. Truman, instead, rested. 

The President has had no guests 
during his week end in this section, 
and has cut his work down to a 
minimum. He has dealt with White 
House matters important enough to 
be handled by wire, but the run-of- 
the-mine mail with which he con- 
tends daily has been held up until 
he gets back to his desk in the execu- 
tive offices. 

Charles G. Ross, White House 
press secretary, said today that the 
President had been giving serious 
thought to the three appointments 
he must make under the new Taft- 
Hartley labor law—two members of 
the National Labor Relations Board 
and a general counsel for the organ- 
ization, who has been referred to as 
the “czar” of the labor field, be- 
cause of his vast powers in enforce- 
ment of the Wagner Act. 

No Appointments Next Week. 

Mr. Ross said he did not look for 
any appointments next week. He 
indicated that the President was 
giving specially deep thought to the 
selection of the general counsel be- 
cause of the authority that official 
will wield. 

Mr. Ross said that the President 
has not mapped any vacation plans 
vet, although he is expected to leave 
Washington around the middle of 
August, if Congress goes home. 

Any vacation he may take is ex- 
pected to be prefaced by a visit back 
to Missouri.

The Navy has issued a cor- 
rected tabulation of war ‘casual- 
ties for the District which 
shows totals of 363 killed in 
combat; 10 died in_ prison 
camps, 405 wounded and 23 


released prisoners, The figures 
apply to members of the Navy, 


Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
from the District. 

The total number of casual- 
ties, 801, is lower than the pre- 
vious total because 9 of the 
29 listed as missing have been 
found safe. The other 20 are 
now listed as dead. 

The new tabulation is con- 
tained in volume 1 of the two- 
volume work, Combat Con- 
nected Casualties, World War 
II, which lists the casualties by 
States.

Would Divide Margins. 


Albert S. Goss, master of the 
Grange, told the committee: 

‘If labor and industry in a num- 
ber of America’s largest industrial 
concerns would agree on a program 
in which a ceiling would be placed 
on wages, and a ceiling on indus-| 
trial profits, with all margins above| 
such ceilings divided between labor,| 
industrial ownership and the public 
in the form of lower prices—with a) 
major part of the saving going) 
toward reduction in price—our in- | 
flationary spiral would soon be put) 
in reverse.”: 

Mr. Goss said the “interests of 
the public would be served if some 
method of economic regulation such 
as this should be adopted, rather 
than expending so much effort to 
regulate monopoly and profiteering 
through punitive measures.” 

Matthew Woll, an AFL vice presi- 
dent, expounded his organization's 
views. He said: 

“The AFL is convinced that the 
feast and famine policy of American 
industry, which in general has al- 
loved prices and profits to climb to 
such unprecedented heights that 
consumer buying power is danger- 
ously lagging, will inevitably lead 
to economic recession unless correc- 
tive action is taken immediately.”

heeked to pieces and 400 enemy 

tanks destroyed from Dec. 16 through 
| Dee, 31. 

Location and depth of the First 
Army thrust were not disclosed in 
the official information released at 
Supreme Allied Headquarters late to- 
night. 

The Third Army, however, has 
smashed into Bourcy, five and one- 
half miles northeast of Bastogne, it 
was announced, amid reports from the 
field that the Germans were heavily 
reinforcing their mauled divisions 
facing that flank, 

Front line correspondents estima- 
ted that the Germans still had about 
20 divisions, half of them panzers, in 
the bulge; official sources said that 
eight divisions were facing th, Third 
Army on 25 to 30 miles of the bulge’s 
southern flank from ag point east of 
St. Hubert to north of Wiltz. At 

| teast half of these were panzers, with 
the bulk of the better German troops 
centered around Bastogne. 

Nazis Strengthen. 

The Germans were reinforcing 
heavily around Hovffalize, nine miles 
nerth of Bastogne and five miles be- 
yond Bourcy, deepest announced point 
of Yank penetration into the bulge, 
Associated Press Correspondent Rog- 
er Green, radioed from the front. 

It was officially estimated today 
that Field Marshal Von Runstedt lost 
20,000 men captured and 400 tanks 
destroyed by ground forces alone in 
the first 16 days of his spectacular 
drive to the west, and that in addi-

Through November 21, 1944, 846 
cases of infantile paralysis had been 
reported to the State Board of Health 
during the severe epidemic of the past 
summer. Of this number 618 patients 
have received treatment at the fol- 
lowing centers; Hickory Polio Emer- 
gency Hospital, 435; Gastonia Ortho- 
paedic Hospital, 84; Charlotte Memo- 
vial Hospital, 99. 

The percentage of these polio pa- 
tients who will return to normal, or 
near-normal health, approximately 
88 per cent; percentage who will re- 
tain some paralysis, 17 per cent; 
number of deaths at the above hospi- 
tals, 13. This is the lowest death rate;

Lt. Charles T. Kirk, who has been 
| in the city for the past several weeks, 
today told a Times reporter that one 
jof the most vital and urgent needs 
'of the army at the present time is 
j cotton duck, 
Lt. Kirk, who is a native of Indi- 
| ana, was sent to Lincolnton by the U. 
S. Government to check up on the 
cotton duck production in the county, 
particularly at the Massapoag Mill, 
which is now one hundred per cent on 
this item of production. It is his duty 
to learn whether or not production 
is being slowed up by absenteeism, 
or for any other cause. 

“Gen. Eisenhower sent back word 
several weeks ago that our soldiers 


|are in desperate need of many items 
}made of cotton duck. For example, 


hospital tents. The field hospitals that 
follow close behind the fighting lines 
are all made of cotton duck. We have 
not enough hospital tents right now 
to take care of the wounded, That’s 
one reason we must have more cot- 
ton duck and immediately. 

“Other first aid and medical items 
made of cotton duck are first aid 


' stretchers, cots and ambulance car- 


riers, For lack of these our men will 
suffer and die. Nobody who has a boy 
at the front who may be wounded 
wants to think of that lad dying in 
the rain and mud because there was 
no first aid stretcher to carry him to 
safety,” declared Lt. Kirk. 

Lt. Kirk then went on to say that 
the Army had sent him into this com- 
munity to tell the people here ex- 
actly what the situation was. Cotton 
duck is produced here. “When the 
people of this community realize how 
much this cotton duck is needed to 
protect the health and well being of 
our soldiers, we know they will pitch 
in and get out that duck,” he said. 

Lt. Kirk said the job can be done 
fast if everyone who now has a job in 
the mill sticks with that job to the 
finish, just as our men overseas are 
sticking to the fight until it is won. 
This is no time fo any of us to quit 
on our war effort, he declared. The 
ene big thing the people of this com- 
munity can do right now to help turn 
the tide of battle in our favor is to 
produce more cotton duck. Our men 
overseas need it urgently and they 
need it right away, said he in con- 
clusion.
